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LENGTHENED SHADOW: S. METELLA WILLIAMS 
1931-1961 


It has been said that every institution is the lengthened shadow of an individual. 
Certainly, in a very real sense, the L.S.U. Library School is the lengthened shadow 
of Metella Williams whose influence on its policies and programs and on the con- 
cepts and ideals, both professional and personal, of its students is of lasting sig- 
nificance. 

Miss. Williams came to the school in its second year and, save for one summer 
term, taught continuously until her death. It was characteristic of her that she 
insisted upon completion of the week's work before yielding to the illness which 
ended in her death on October 12. 

Educated in Kansas and Illinois, she brought to her L.S.U. teaching a varied 
experience in Library Commission and college and university library work and 
in secondary and library school teaching in Kansas, Illinois, South Dakota and 
California. Her first acquaintance with Louisiana came in the summer of 1930 
when she taught library science courses at Louisiana Polytechnic Institute. 

She spread among students a contagion for reference service and a love of gov- 
ernment documents, and she developed in them high ideals for these aspects of 
librarianship. 

She took a very special interest in extending the service of the school beyond 
the campus through extension and in-service training courses, and to these im- 
portant activities she brought an unusual skill. 

She was a good ambassador for the Library School and for Librarianship on the 
campus and in the community where she gave genercusly of her time, her means, 
and her talents and abilities. 

Perhaps her most valuable and lasting contribution was in the area of human 
relations. To the personal and professional problems that students felt so free 
to bring to her she brought a warm: heart, a clear head, and true wisdom.

Plans for the fifth observance of National 
Library Week sponsored by the National 
Book Committee and the American Li- 
brary Association were announced at the 
Cleveland ALA Conference in July. A new 
slogan, “Read and Watch Your World 
Grow,” will be used for the 1962 observ- 
ance which will be held April 8-14. 

The basic goals of National Library 
Week, as originally stated in 1958, have 
remained essentially unchanged. They are 
(1) to increase reading (2) to increase the 
use of libraries (3) to improve the support 
of libraries. These objectives have broad- 
ened to include additional objectives: (1) 
to interpret to the public the personal re- 
wards of reading (2) to achieve wide rec- 
ognition of reading as essential in a free 
society (3) to achieve wide recognition of 
reading as a means of ensuring the survival 
of cultural values (4) to stimulate library 
development (5) to engage, for the cause 
of libraries, the active interest of the un- 
committed layman. These objectives have 
been judged by the ALA committee on 
evaluation of NLW, to be in harmony with 
the long-term purposes of American libra- 
rianship. 

In a recent memorandum to Presidents 
of state library associations, Mrs. Florrinell 
F. Morton, president of ALA and vice-chair- 
man of the NLW Steering Committee, said, 
“National Library Week is the focal point 
of our year-round responsibility to encourage 
reading and to gain citizen support for li- 
braries—how they can meet the varied per- 
sonnel needs of individuals; the vital role 
they play in the economic, educational, scien- 
tific, and cultural life of our country; and 
the support they must have if they are to 
meet these needs and play this role.”

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‘ohe Medical Library

The library serves as a catalyst making 
possible the combination of human compas- 
sion and scientific knowledge into good 
medical care. Adequate library facilities 

be available before first class medical 
care can be expected. The library must be 
available to not only the professional but 
to all personnel working with patients. 

The belief that the care of the mentally 
ill is something that is intuitive makes a 
library of particular importance to those 
individuals working in the area of mental 
health. Although many laymen will offer 
their favorite remedy for the treatment of 
the common cold, very few of them will 
undertake the definite treatment of patients 
suffering from pneumonia or tuberculosis. 
Similarly, our minor cuts and abrasions are 
treated at home, but we go to the surgeon 
for the treatment of a major surgical illness. 
Unfortunately, psychiatric illnesses frequent- 
ly are looked upon as being within the com- 
petence of the untrained individual. Most 
of us by adulthood have been successful in 
quieting the tears of a disappointed child, 
or in relieving the anger of one or more 
of our adult associates. A not inconsider- 
proportion of people assume that the 
treatment of the psychotic depression or of 
the rageful catatonic is well within their 
sphere of competence, because of these 
above experiences. It would perhaps be bet- 
if individuals were not so self- 
reliant. The cause and the care of the dis- 

are not identical. For this reason, 
it is particularly important for the person 
dealing with psychiatric patients to have 
access to the good medical library. He not

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only must learn what to do, but he has the 
the much more difficult task of unlearning 
the mistaken notions that he has collected 
throughout his lifetime. 


I do not mean to imply that the attention 
of an uneducated or untrained attendant 
cannot be of tremendous benefit to the psy- 
chiatric patient. They can, and in very many 
instances, they are. On the other hand, I 
think that these people would do a much 
better job with training than they do with- 
out. The library is even a greater necessity 
for the professionally trained person, than 
it is for the professionally untrained. More 
is expected of the professional, and he is 
capable of doing greater harm, as well as, 
optimistically, greater good. For this reason, 
constant use of the library is imperative. 

Let us briefly review the types of infor- 
mation that are available from the library. 
New information is generally considered to 
be the major contribution of the library. 
Certainly in the beginning of one’s profes- 
sional training, textbooks are important in 
providing essential factual information. We 
need texts designed specifically for this pur- 
pose, so that we can develop a basic cover- 
age of the field, without going too deeply 
into detail, and without being burdened by 
contradictory hypothesis. As time goes on, 
however, the proportion of new in‘ormation 
changes, and more and more the library 
serves as a reference, a check upon the re- 
liability of assumptions that we arrive at 
from our clinical experience. The practi- 
tioner needs not only basic information, but 
should have access to reports early in the 


Medical Library, Central Louisiana State Hospital, 
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development of new drugs, and new tech- 
niques. 

The library can be considered to offer 
two types of information; one, information 
about the current activities in one’s profes- 
sional field. This would include reports of 
new discoveries, reports of experiences of 
others with current treatments, and reporting 
of other types of information. This would 
give the individual at work an opportunity 
to share in the experience of many other 
people. It is, of course, as impossible to 
have personal contact with all of the inves- 
tigative centers in psychiatry as it is in other 
areas. It is also impossible to have contact 
with many of the large treatment centers 
where treatment programs similar to those 
being carried out at Central Louisiana are 
going on. It is only through the library that 
the worker is able to know what is going 
on in other areas. It is by this exchange 
of information that takes place only through 
the library that we are able to learn about 
and introduce new techniques in our own 
institutions. An example of this, I think, 
is demonstrated by the article entitled “The 
Day Hospital” by Dr. McNichol' and Dr. 
Seale of Pineville, which was read at the 
meeting of the Southern Medical Association 
in 1960. This paper came about as a result 
of the experiences at Forest Glen Treatment 
Center. The development of this treatment 
program at Forest Glen came about not only 
from the personal experience of Dr. Mc- 
Nichol and Dr. Seale, but also from the 
experience of many other people as it was 
reported in the psychiatric literature. Dr. 
McNichol discovered one article? published 
in Russia in 1937 describing day care. Ap- 
parently, not only in outer space do the Rus- 
sians occasionally draw a first. However, if 
one searches further back into literature, 
it is found that Soranus of Ephesus* write 
about the use of these techniques shortly 
after the birth of Christ. 

The reading of the paper by Dr. Mc- 
Nichol and Dr. Seale was followed by its

publication in the Journal of the Southern 
Medical Association. Thus, patients at For- 
est Glen Treatment Center have benetited 
by experiences of people all over the world. 
Similarly, the experiences of Dr. McNichol 
and Dr. Seale has now been reported so that 
workers in other areas developing treatment 
centers of this sort will benefit from Dr. 
Seale and Dr. McNichol’s experience. 

Not only does the library offer us an 
opportunity to learn of the new discoveries 
made by other people, but also offers us an 
Opportunity to use the experiences of other 
people in evaluation of new and untried 
techniques. In spite of our wishes to the 
contrary, any new technique is experimen- 
tal. Even with best of laboratory facilities, 
pharmacological studies on the animal, bio- 
chemical assays, we do not know what a 
new drug is going to do to a person until 
it has been tried. Because of the variability 
in the course of many of our psychiatric 
illnesses, and because of the relative infre- 
quency of patients with comparable prob- 
lems, it is an extremely difficult task for us 
to do the type of study that is possible with 
the antibiotic on acute infections. It would 
take a lifetime for an individual to study 
the effect of the drug on schizophrenic pro- 
cesses with the degree of reliability that is 
possible in studying the effects of drugs on 
pneumonia in a matter of months in a large 
hospital. The library gives us an opportunity 
to collect accurate statistics from many 
sources, combine them, and more accurately 
arrive at a reasonable evaluation of a new 
agent. 

In addition to the simple evaluation of 
new agents, the library makes it possible for 
us to compare our Own techniques to those 
of other people. It makes it possible for us 
to more rapidly develop our techniques be- 
cause we can learn from the library of the 
mistakes that have been made by others, and 
perhaps miss some of these same mistakes. 
A valuable contribution of the library 1s 
that it may reduce the amount of duplica-

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tion and unnecessary investigation that 
woul! go on if investigative workers did 
not |iave the opportunity to search the libra- 
ries before they undertook a new project. 

I have talked primarly about the use of 
current periodicals and monographs in the 
library up to this point. I would like now to 
discuss the historical library. It is of par- 
ticular importance to the researcher that he 
have an acquaintance with the history of 
his discipline. Only with this knowledge, is 
it possible for one to approach one’s own 
ideas with any degree of objectivity. We are 
likely to accept a new discovery with en- 
thusiasm, without realizing that it has per- 
haps been discarded three or four different 
times 

If we are aware that there are cycles in 
interest in theories and in techniques, it may 
be that we will not invest such a tremen- 
dous time and energy in re-discovering the 
discarded. 

I do not want to appear critical about 
hypnosis when I use hypnosis as an example 
of this repeated re-introduction into the 
field. Hypnosis is now undergoing a vogue. 
It is a technique that is extremely valuable 
in many patients and it is likely to be effec- 
tive in proportion of the amount of enthu- 
siasm that is felt for its use. If the enthu- 
siasm of the individual worker wanes, there 
is likely to be a reduction in his effective- 
ness in this area, and occasionally a turning 
against the technique declaring that it is no 
good at all. 

Hypnosis, of course, is an effective agent. 
It has been used for many centuries, and 
probably will be discarded and re-discover- 
ed many further times. 


The open door hospital has been develop- 
ed since World War II; it is not a new 
concept; it is present in the psychiatric lit- 
erature over a hundred years ago. It was the 
effective agent during a certain period, but

the Reason and Seeking for Truth in the Sciences,” 


with the discovery of the bacteriological 
techniques, interest shifted there and there 
was a drop in the interest in the moral 
treatment of psychiatry. Let us hope that 
when the hospital population becomes stabil- 
ized with the current use of milieu therapy, 
that there is not a loss of interest on this 
occasion. 


Finally, the medical library is not limited 
purely to scientific material. Particularly, in 
the area of psychiatry, we find a need for 
many other types of material in the library. 
Some excellent descriptions of mental dis- 
eases can be found in the Bible. Forensic 
psychiatry is described in that ancient docu- 
ment. In addition to such historical docu- 
ments, the literature of Shakespeare, for 
example, gives us many case descriptions. 


In summary, it is impossible to have a 
good hospital without a good library. In 
addition, it is difficult to have a good medi- 
cal library without having some acquaint- 
anceship with the history of one’s profession, 
and its accompanying period of history. 


I would like to close with two thoughts. 
One, a quotation from Rhazes* in his dis- 
cussion of how to choose a physician. “A 
thousand writers perhaps for a thousand 
years have been improving this art and pro- 
fession: and he that industriously studies 
those authors will, in the short period of 
life find out as much, as if he had lived 
a thousand years himself, or employed those 
thousand years in the study of physics.” 
This was originally written about 900 A.D., 
it was translated from the Arabic by an 
Englishman in the mid 19th century and is 
most appropriate today. 


The second quotation of less antiquity 
comes from Descartes.. ‘And when one is 
too curious about things practiced in past 
centuries, one is usually very ignorant about 
those which are practiced in our times.” 
This was first published in 1637.

A graduate of Park College, Parkville, Mis- 
souri in 1940, he has owned and operated 
a bookstore, served in the Corps of Engi- 
neers during World War Two, European 
Theatre (1943-1945), managed the Travel- 
ling Libraries for the Missouri State Library 
(1941-1942), and was Chief Librarian in 
Salina, Kansas, since 1946.

Metairie got its branch li- 
brary on December 1, Harahan on December 
5, Marrero on December 6, Jefferson 
(Shrewsbury) on December 7, Kenner and 
the East Bank Negro branch library were 
opened on December 11, and Westwego 
became a community library on December 
12. After the initial opening, seven libra- 
ries were established within a two-week 
period. 


The four veterans of Jefferson library 
service readily recall “the dear old days.” 





Not the least of their memories is the recol- 
lection of the interest shown by the public 
in the libraries’ progress. Offers of help 
with unpacking, shelving, and other details 
poured in. 


And this help was needed. Branch libra- 
ries had no typewriters so new registration 
cards had to be sent to headquarters to be 
typed. 

Installation of telephones was by no 
means immediate. Imagining a library with- 
out a telephone is difficult to do but such 
was the case in the early days of library 
service in Jefferson Parish. 

The one bookmobile furnished by the 
state library not only had to serve a 409 
square mile area but also to pick up and 
transfer inter-branch shipments. 


Early branches were open only fifteen to 
twenty hours per week. There were amus- 
ing incidents. Both headquarters and a 
branch library were housed in a building 
also used to repair slot machines. The 
omnious cacophony of machines being tested 
was often background sound for librarians 
working in what has often been mistakenly 
called the ‘quiet world of books.” 


Perhaps the case of Miss Betty Welp, 
Gretna branch manager, is typical. Miss 
Welp was appointed manager of the branch 
in August, 1953. She was given the perma- 
nent civil service rating of Librarian I in 
1960. Taught a working knowledge of li- 
brary procedures by Miss Sarah Jones, field 
consultant of the Louisiana State Library, 
she worked as a library assistant at head- 
quarters and in Gretna branch. She also 
worked on the only bookmobile, organized 
and participated in library-sponsored dis- 
cussion groups, helped move headquarters 
three times and the Gretna branch once. 


Mesdames Vicnair, Habisreitinger, and 
Hidalgo have also worked at various jobs 
in the library system. The latter is now a 
Librarian I and branch manager at Jefferson 
Plaza Multi-Lingual and Reference Annex 
Library while Mrs. Vicknair is a Librarian 
I in the cataloguing department at head- 
quarters and Mrs. Habisreitinger is a Clerk 
I in the processing department. 
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In retrospect, particularly in recent years, 
progress has been great. Civil service in 
operation since June 10, 1959, has aided 
greatly with the scientific selection of per- 
sonnel. This, coupled with advanced inter- 
viewing techniques employed by the library 
administrator who is a trained psychologist, 
has resulted in a high caliber of library 
worker—a full time, dedicated individual 
proud of his or her role in a hard working 
community—a worker not seeking status but 
corroborating it daily in contacts with the 
public, in extra services cheerfully given, 
and in helping shape the destiny of a great 
parish. Voluntary attendance on their own 
time at L.S.U. library science extension 
courses at the expense of the library divi- 
sion has added to the libratians’ professional 
competence. 


A cataloging of equipment added since 
the days of 1950 would be impressive but 
perhaps smacking too much of the statisti- 
cal. Sufhce it to say that branch libraries 
are now strategically located from the shores 
of historical Lake Pontchartrain across the 
mighty Mississippi to the booming breakers 
of the Gulf of Mexico, from the windswept 
jet aircraft runways at Moisant International 
Airport to the sister metropolis of New 
Orleans, a city that watches with amazement 
the growth of its precocious neighbor. 


Nor are those would-be readers out of 
reach of libraries neglected. Today five 
bookmobiles thread their ways along the 
highways and byways of the parish that has 
been truthfully described as Louisiana’s 
greenest. 


Entering the second decade of service, 
these four librarians and their co-workers 
have much to look back upon, much to look 
forward to 


No matter what directions library service 
of the future may take, be it shipside de- 
livery of books, helicopter service to distant 
patrons or parachuting of books in specially 
designed containers or multi-floored branch 
libraries constructed of materials yet in the 
test tube stage, all will lead toward one of 
three goals of Jefferson Parish library serv- 
ice—information, recreation, and education.

State Librarian Essae M. Culver presided 
at the dinner meeting at the Capitol House. 
Miss Sallie Farrell related some of her ex- 
periences and impressions gained while tour- 
ing Russia with the United States library 
mission. Mr. and Mrs. ‘‘Mike’’ Janowski 
talked about their visit in August to his 
native Poland, his first return since his cap- 
ture by the Russians and imprisonment in 
Soviet concentration camps.
